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Local teen killed, another critical 
following four-vehicle wreck in 
Houston County near Wicksburg 


A four-vehicle accident in 
Houston County [near 
Wicksburg, Ala.] Monday 
afternoon, July 6, turned 
tragic for Coffee County as 
the wreck claimed the life of 
a 15-year-old female from 
New Brockton, Ala. 

According to information 
released Monday night, the 
15-year-old teenager was 
killed when a 2015 Nissan 
Altima in which she was a 
passenger was struck from 
behind by a 2010 Ford F150 
being driven by Anthony 
Miquel Bishop, age 55, of 
Enterprise, Ala. The acci- 
dent occurred on U.S. High- 
way 84 at the intersection of 
Alabama Highway 123, 
eight miles west of Dothan, 
Ala. at approximately 4 
p.m. Bishop has since been 
arrested and was being held 
in the Houston County Jail 
[as of press time this week] 
on DUI charges. 

Troopers said three ad- 
ditional occupants from the 
Nissan Altima were trans- 
ported to Flowers Hospital 
in Dothan, and one of those 
passengers --a 17-year-old — 
remains in critical condition 
from injuries sustained in 
the accident. 

The four occupants in the 
Nissan Altima were New 
Brockton High Schools stu- 
dents, and the school’s 
Facebook page on Tuesday, 
July 7, had the following 
message posted: 

“NBHS has suffered a 
terrible tragedy. We are 
heartbroken to say that four 
of our students have been in 
a car accident, and there has 
been one confirmed fatality. 
Another student is in critical 
condition at a local hospi-

tal.” 

The post further called for 
the New Brockton com- 
munity to join in a candle- 
light vigil Tuesday evening, 
at 7 p.m. in honor of these 
students. The vigil was 
planned to be held on the 
steps of the auditorium. 

After the accident Mon- 
day, Bishop also was trans- 
ported to Flowers Hospital, 
but he was released a short 
time later. He was arrested 
on the DUI charge after his 
release from the hospital 
Monday night. As troopers 
continue their investigation 
into this accident, officials 
with the Dothan Post said 
additional charges are pend- 
ing against Bishop. 

Troopers also said two 
other vehicles were dam- 
aged in this crash; however, 
no injuries were reported to 
the occupants of those two 
vehicles.

Wreath Placed on Grave of Revolutionary War Patriot... 
In celebration of Independence Day, members of the John 
Coffee National Society Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution (NSDAR) placed a patriotic wreath on the grave 
of Pvt. William Henry Harrison, Sr., (1758-1832), the only 
known Revolutionary War Patriot buried in Coffee County. 
He served in the fourth regiment of the Continental Line and 
in Major Brannen’s Company under General Pickens, serv- 
ing in the Edgfield District of South Carolina, moving with 
troops to Savannah and then near Augusta. Serving honor- 
ably throughout his terms of enlistment and at the conclusion 
of the war, he was honorably discharged. It is believed that 
he lived in Georgia before moving to Alabama. One of his 
sons is the famous “Dancing” Grancer Harrison, whose story 
of fiddle playing and ghostly rituals is featured in “13 Ala- 
bama Ghosts” and is buried next to him in Harrison Ceme- 
tery near Kinston.

Color-coded system guides COVID-19 
reopening recommendations by ADPH 


The Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) _ has 


introduced a new tool that 
allows policy makers and 
others viewing it to 
recognize the COVID-19 
risk status in each county 
and to guide health 
behavior. The new 
COVID-19 Risk Indicator 
Dashboard is located on the 
ADPH website at 
alabamapublichealth.gov. 

COVID-19 data has been 
collected since March 6 
when State Health Officer 
Dr. Scott Harris issued an 
emergency order declaring 
COVID-19 reportable, 
which means that 
individuals and entities 
known as required reporters 
must notify ADPH within a 
specified timeframe of any 
case of COVID-19, and 
laboratories must report all 
negative and positive 
SARS-CoV-2 test results. 
Required reporters include 
healthcare providers, 
healthcare facility 
administrators and medical 
examiners. 

Calculation. for each 
county’s risk of COVID-19 
spread in the community is 
based on the increasing or 
decreasing trend in the 
number of new cases each 
day. The number of new 
cases each day is 
determined with a rolling 
3-day average to account 
for fluctuations in 
reporting. The main 
indicator for decreasing 
risk of COVID-19 spread in 
the community is the 
number of days the county 
has experienced a 
downward trend of new 
cases. Several factors can 
influence a county’s 
number of new COVID-19 


cases, so other factors are 
examined to additionally 
inform the level of a 
county. A detailed 
explanation of how the 
overall risk level is 
determined is located on 
the COVID-19 _ Risk 
Indicator Dashboard. 

A color-coded state map 
displays four risk levels: 
very high, high, moderate 
and low indicated in red, 
orange, yellow and green, 
respectively. When a 
county is shown in green, it 
does not mean the public 
should resume _ their 
pre-pandemic activities; the 
green color just indicates a 
lower comparative risk in 
this ongoing process. 

“We are committed to 
protecting the health and 
safety of Alabamians by 
giving guidance based on 
the best science and public 
health practices available,” 
State Health Officer Dr. 
Scott Harris said. “We will 
continue to maintain and 
update the statewide data 
and metrics and provide 
consistent localized data for 
use in local 
decision-making for 
reopening plans.”

Due to COVID-19 the 
Zion Chapel Bass Team has 
been missing its tournament 
fishing. As a matter of fact,

Although the team 
members were  dis- 
appointed, they were re- 
minded there could be more 
serious calls, On this note, 
the ZC Bass Team extends 
their thoughts and prayers 
to the families of two high 
school bass anglers and 
their captain of the Obion 
County Central High 
School in Pickwick on the 
Tennessee River. This team 
was fishing in a tournament 
and never returned for the 
weigh-in. It was almost two 
weeks before all the bodies 
were recovered. This is a 
reminder of the importance 
of following all safety rules, 
but accidents can happen. 

Although the team has 
not been able to fish to- 
gether during these difficult 
times, the young men have 
been busy. Some were able 
to attend the BASS- 
MASTER CLASSIC in 
Birmingham as spectators 
in March. They enjoyed 
seeing the displays of many 
vendors. and were able to 
meet some of the pros.

¢Itis strongly encouraged 
parents that are thinking of 
doing the distance learning 
options to contact the 
child’s school and speak 
with administration and 
learn more about the pro- 
grams before making a final 
decision. 


¢ Any parents that do elect 
to keep their children at 
home and receive distance 
learning will need to remain 
virtual for the entire nine- 
week grading period. At the

* Elba City Schools will 
begin the year checking all 
temperatures at the en- 
trances. Students with a 
temperature will move to a 
room to be assessed by the 
nurse and temperatures will 
be rechecked. If the tem- 
perature has remained the 
school will then notify a 
parent/guardian to pick the 
student up. 

* Elba City Schools will 
have hand sanitizer stations 
located throughout both 
buildings. 

* Elba City Schools en- 


courages students, staff and 
anyone coming on campus 
to wear facial coverings 
while on campus. “We are 
not saying that students and 
staff are required to wear 
these all day,” Moseley said. 
“However, there will be cer- 
tain times during the day 
that it is strongly encour- 
aged that they be worn.” 

* Elba City Schools will 
begin the year limiting visi- 
tor access and continue as it 
has during the summer with 
curbside assistance from the 
office staff at both schools.

The school system also is 
getting upgrades in rest- 
rooms, such as, touchless 
faucets and touchless hand 
dryers to make those areas 
safer for students. 


USDA reminds producers to complete crop acreage reports 


Agricultural producers in 
Coffee County must com- 
plete crop acreage reports 
by the July 15, 2020, dead- 
line. 

Susan Tranum, county 
executive director with 
USDA’s Farm Service 
Agency (FSA), says the 
July 15, deadline applies to 
perennial forage, CRP and 
all other crops. 

“To make sure you're eli- 
gible for many USDA pro- 
grams, you need to file an 
accurate crop acreage report 
by the applicable deadline,”

said Tranum. “Our team 
here in Coffee County is 
standing by to help you with 
your acreage reports, in- 
cluding providing maps.” 
Due to the pandemic, FSA 
has implemented acreage 
reporting flexibilities. To 
complete your acreage re- 
port, call the Coffee County 
FSA office to schedule an 
appointment. FSA can work 
with producers to file timely 
acreage reports by phone, 
email, online tools and vir- 
tual meetings. The Coffee 
County office is not open 
for in-person appointments. 
The Coffee County FSA 
office will provide maps to 
producers along with in- 
structions for completing 
and returning the maps 
through either mail or 
email. After planting is 
complete, producers must 
return the signed form certi- 
fying their acreage report to 


the FSA office through mail 
or email by July 15. Pro- 
ducers must return the 
signed form certifying their 
acreage report to the FSA 
office through mail or email 
by July 15. 

The following exceptions 
apply to acreage reporting 
dates: 

If the crop has not been 
planted by the acreage re- 
porting date, the acreage 
must be reported no later 
than 15 calendar days after 
planting is completed. 

If a producer has not 
timely filed an acreage re- 
port, the producer may file 
the acreage report within 30 
days of the acreage report- 
ing date. Because of the 
pandemic, late fees will be 
waived if filed within the 30 
days.

Deep Sea Fishing Rodeo July 17-19 at Dauphin Island

The Alabama Deep Sea 
Fishing Rodeo (ADSFR), 
the largest saltwater tourna- 
ment in the nation, will re- 
vert to its roots for the 
87th rodeo, scheduled July 
17-19 at the rodeo site on 
Dauphin Island. 

Because of the COVID- 
19 restrictions, the ADSFR 
will concentrate strictly on 
the great fishing along the 
Alabama Gulf Coast, which 
harkens back to the early 
days of the rodeo when a 
group of dedicated tarpon 
anglers assembled on Dau- 
phin Island for the initial 
events. 

As safety precautions, 
ADSFR 2020 President 
Cory Quint said the rodeo 
will not hold the Liars 
Contest on the Thursday 
night before the rodeo. 
Also, the sponsors’ tent and 
the fish viewing area will 
not be available for the 
2020 rodeo. The music en- 
tertainment has also been 
dropped for this year, Ho- 
wever, the Roy Martin 
Young Anglers Tournament 
set for July 11, 2020, will be 
held as planned. 

“First and foremost, 
we're a fishing tournament 
at heart,” Quint said. “Ey- 
erything else we do is what 
we call ‘the show,’ which 
means we make it family 
friendly and appealing to 
other people outside of an- 
glers.” 

Many people are not 
aware of how much work 
goes into hosting the 
ADSFR, -which attracts 
more than 3,000 anglers to 
the small barrier island in 
south Mobile County. Quint 
said normal rodeo prepara- 
tion for the next year’s 
event starts about a month 
after the rodeo has fired the 
cannon to signal the end to 
the event. 

“We are kind of going 
back to our roots as a fish- 
ing tournament. But I don’t 
want people to be confused 
about our rodeo site. It is 
still open. If you want to 
come see somebody weigh 
in, look at the boats or 
watch a sunset, you can still 
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do that. We just can’t give 
people a reason to congre- 
gate. All we’re asking from 
the anglers is to be mindful 
of social distancing and be 
respectful of the Town of 
Dauphin Island. They really 
did do us a favor by allow- 
ing us to have the rodeo this 
year.” 

Jeff Collier has been the 
Mayor of Dauphin Island 
for the past 22 years and 
knows what the rodeo 
means to Dauphin Island in 
terms of retail sales and 
rental income. With the ex- 
ception of a couple of years 
during World War II, an- 
glers have gathered on the 
island for fishing festivities. 

“The rodeo is such a his- 
toric event. This is the 
87h rodeo. Any community 
would be happy to have 
them as part of the com- 
munity. But, at the same 
time, we also commend 
them, because I think what 
they’re doing under these 
circumstances is the right 
and responsible thing to 
do.” 

During a normal three- 
day rodeo, more than 
75,000 people visit Dauphin 
Island for the fishing or the 
show. The absence of that 
traffic is definitely going to 
impact the businesses and 
rental properties. 

“With this COVID situ- 
ation, a lot of our small 
mom-and-pop _ businesses 
need all the help and sup- 
port they can get,” Mayor 
Collier said. “The rodeo 
was one of those times they 
could benefit when the 
times were good. With a 
population of about 1,250 
permanent residents on the 
island, you can see what 
bringing 75,000 people onto 
the island would have in 


terms of economic impact. 
It’s a big event. It covers as 
much as four days, so it has 
a big impact on our small 
community. 

“But I do still think it will 
be a good event. People 
who do come down, we 
want them to act respon- 
sibly. We’re encouraging 
people to wear a face cover- 
ing. We’re not requiring it, 
but we’re encouraging it. As 
we say, we want to be part 
of the solution not part of 
the problem.” 

One change has been 
made in the ADSFR tourna- 
ment categories. Rodeo an- 
glers have 30 species of fish 
eligible to weigh in at the 
rodeo. However, red 
snapper is no longer on that 
list. The Alabama Marine 
Resources Division, which 
manages Alabama’s share 
of the red snapper quota in 
the Gulf of Mexico, an- 
nounced this week that the 
last day of the 2020 season 
will be July 3 to ensure the 
quota is not exceeded. Red 
snapper has been replaced 
by lane snapper on the 
rodeo’s eligible fish list. 
Quint said that obviously 
also eliminates the Red 
Snapper Jackpot. 

Mayor Collier was not 
shocked that the red snapper 
season had to be cut shorter 
than originally planned. 

“With the coronavirus 
thing, people were itching 
to get outside,” he said. 
“There were a lot of boats 
out, and everybody I talked 
to had good catches. It does- 
n’t surprise me one bit.”
